The Navy also announced that 
two Japanese ships probably were 
sunk, two others: were damaged 
and. six Zero fighters were shot 
down in a.recent series of Army 
air attacks against Japanese in 
the Aleutian Islands. The only 
American loss. reported was one 
fighter plane. : 

Communique on Sinkings. 

The Navy issued ‘two communi- 
ques. The first, telling of the sub- 
marine operations, follows: 

“Far East: 

“1, United States submarines 
have reported the following results 
of operations against the enemy in 
Far Eastern waters: 

“One large seaplane tender sunk. 

“One large cargo passenger ship 
sunk, 

“One large freighter sunk. 

“Two medium sized cargo. ships 
sunk. 

“Two medium sized cargo ships 
damaged and probably sunk. 

“One large tanker damaged. 

“2. These_actions have not been 
announced in any previous Navy 
Department communique.” 

These successful attacks raised 
the total of Japanese ships sunk 
by submarines, as reported by the 
Navy here, to 74 vessels, with 19 
probably sunk, and 22 damaged—a 
grat of 115 ships.

“North Pacific. 

“1, On Sept. 27 Army Liberator 
bombers dropped bombs on enemy 
ships and shore installations at 
Kiska. One Zero fighter was shot 
down.

“2. On the same date near the 
island of Attu three Army bomb- 
ers attacked a transport, escortéd 
by a destroyer.

Read Their Stories. 


Their stories, read by Roosevelt 
on the train, were withheld until 
the presidential special returned 
to Washington.

The President 
apparently referred to the fact 
that he passed along two or three 
bits of information to them.

OCTOBER QUOTA ON RECAPS 
FOR PASSENGER CARS DOUBLED 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 2 (AP).— 
The Office of Price Administration 
doubled yesterday the October quo- 
ta of recaps for passenger car 
tires in a step designed to save tire 
casings which might otherwise be- 
come too worn to be recapped. . 

It announced a supplementary 
quota of 482,379 recaps which, add- 
ed to the quota of 457,561 previ- 
ously. announced, brought the total 
available to 939,940. 

OPA said it had asked local ra- 
tioning boards to “act promptly on 
clearly eligible applications where 
the tire inspector’s report indicates 
that recapping should be done at 
once.” 

It urged further that eligibles 
who have delayed applying “be- 
cause of uncertainty over their sta- 
tus” apply now “rather than wear 
their tires beyond the recapping 
point” and that those who have 
applied previously and been denied 
because of lack of sufficient quo- 
ta apply again.

To Assure Supply for Army, Allies 


Highest Reductions in Pork and Beef, Little! x 
in Lamb, Mutton,‘Veal; Liver and 
Kidneys Not Restricted. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 2 (AP).— 
The amount of meat for _civihan 
consumption was cut nearly 20 per 
cent today by a Government order 


intended to assure sufficient quan- 
tities for the armed forces and 
lease-lend. 


ing program, which will limit con- 
sumers to about. two and a half 
pounds a week by the end of the 
year, the order was issued to meat 
packers last night by the Office of 
Price Administration. 

The order, effective until Dec. 31, 
specifies the amounts of beef, veal, 
pork, mutton and lamb that pack- 
ers may distribute for civilian use. 
Large packers slaughtering more 
, than 500,000 pounds quarterly were 
|ordered to reduce beef deliveries to 
'80 per cent of the amount dis- 
tributed in the same period last 
year. Pork deliveries were cut 25 
per cent and lamb and mutton, 5 
per cent. 

Smaller sglaughterers were in- 
structed to limit deliveries only to 
the amounts of their 1941 trade. 

No Reduction in Veal. . 

OPA’s food requirements com- 
mittee previously indicated veal 
would be cut to 80 per cent of the 
1941 delivery. OPA explained, how- 
ever, that the armed forces did not 
plan to consume as large quanti- 
ties as expected and consequently, 


the amount delivered in the same 
period last year. 

The Army and Navy said 80 per 
cent of the “cutter and canner” 
grades of beef will be taken by 
lease-lend. This was intended, an 
Agriculture Department official 
said, to allow the Army to build up 


the rest of the year for American 
expeditionary forces. 

“Cutter and canner” grades are 
used in “bully beef” and corned 
beef.

The order does not specify how 
quotas shall be distributed among 
different parts of the country or 
between customers, but Price Ad- 
ministrator Henderson said he had 
called on the packers to see that 
“our available meat supplies flow 
steadily and evenly into all parts 
of the country.” .He said he was 
confident the industry would co- 
operate, — 

Henderson asked consumers to 
comply with the Government’s 
share-the-meat program by holding 
per capita consumption to not 
more than two and one-half 
pounds a week. 

An OPA spokesman, who de- 
clined to be quoted, said cities re- 
mote from cattle areas could ex- 
pect a shortage of choice beef 
within the next few days because 
of the new 23-cents-a-pound ceiling 
on dressed beef. 

The comment was elicited by the 
prediction made by George A. 
Casey, president of the National 
Independent Association of Meat 
Packers, that a “famine” of choice 
beef would occur in the next ten 
days. CGasey said the 23-cents-a- 
pound ceiling would force packers 
to handle choice beef at a loss, 
and as a result packers. would 
cease buying live cattle in an ef- 
fort to bring down the growers’ 
prices. 

There was indication that OPA 
would. not be displeased if the 
packers were able to force down 
live cattle quotations, which al- 
ready exceed 110 per cent of parity.

Criticism of Program.

The fact that other corre- 
spondents representing newspapers 
and magazines were not allowed to 
accompany the President has 
caused widespread criticism here. 


The President said yesterday 
that if others had been permitted 
to go, it would have been neces- 
sary to have three special trains, 
obviously, he added, a physical im- 
possibility. Always before on pres- 
trips accredited corre- 
spondents have gone along if they 
chose to. 


The President said he himself 
read the copy written by the three 
reporters on the train but that he 
cut out nothing. He complimented 
press and radio on the way in 
which they had kept the secret of 
his journey. What he did not say 
was that thousands of persons all 
over the country who saw him in 
training camps, shipyards and fac- 
tories were mystified that no refer- 
ence to his visit was to be found in 
the newspapers. 


Having congratulated the news- 
papers on keeping his_ secret, 
Roosevelt criticised what he said 
was only a minority of the press 
for printing what were in many 
instances falsehoods. Sometimes 
there were honestly, written and 
sometimes they were not, but in 
any event they did infinite harm.

“The enemy made several 
counterattacks but, having lost 
three companies of infantry, was 
forced to withdraw.” 

The communique reported one 
Soviet unit wiped out about 1500 
German and Rumanian officers and 
men in three days of fighting in 
the Western Caucasus southeast 
of Novorossisk. Another 200 were 
said to have fallen during a vain 
attack on a Red Army position in 
the Mozdok region of the Central 
Caucasus, : 

Action picked up on the north- 
western front above Moscow. The 
Russians reported beating off re- 
peated infantry attacks and killing 
about 700 officers and men. 

“On another sector of the front 
our units, as a result of active op- 
erations, pressed back the enemy 
somewhat and captured two mor-

The noon communique asserted 
51 enemy planes were destroyed in 
two days at the approaches to Len- 
ingrad. 

Two more German transports, 
with a total displacement of 18,000 
tons, were reported sunk by Soviet 
naval vessels in the Baltic Sea.

troduced by Geyer the Speaker, to 
bring the bill up for consideration, 
must recognize Geyer. 

Southerners .seeking to prevent 
a vote on the measure insist that 
because of Geyer’s death the bill 
cannot be brought up. Proponents 
of the proposal to abolish the poll 
tax point to what they believe is 
a parliamentary precedent raised 
as a result of an inquiry made by 
Representative John J..Cochran of 
St. Louis. 


At the time that the bill to en- 
able soldiers to vote in the Novem- 
ber elections was before’the House 
a somewhat similar situation arose 
with southern congressmen in op- 
position because the poll tax would 
be waived for soldier voters. On 
that occasion Cochran asked the 
Speaker for clarification and the 
answer indicated that even though 
the author of a resolution was not 
present. it could nevertheless be 
called up. 

Cochran, who has an extensive 
knowledge of House rules, may 
not be able to be present on Oct. 
12, the date on which the Geyer 
bill is expected to come up. He 
is still convalescing at Naval Hos- 
pital from a serious abdominal op- 
eration.

Increase in Volume of Fuel 
Oil Sales Reported Here. : 

A sharp increase in volume of 
fuel oil sales in Greater St. Louis 
during the last week to 10 days, 
attributed partly to the last-minute 
rush of householders to stock up 
on fuel before rationing went into 
effect yesterday and partly to the 
recent unusually cold weather, was 
reported yesterday by most retail 
fuel oil distributors. 

Greatest increases reported were 
50 per cent above the normal for 
the period. A spokesman for the 
Liberty Bell Oil Co. 1430 South 
Vandeventer avenue, said, “Ordi- 
narily, we wouldn’t be doing any- 
thing, but rationing and the cold 
weather zoomed sales 50 per cent.” 

No instances of householders at- 
tempting to hoard fuel was report- 
ed by retailers. One oil executive 
said “there will be very little of 
this because people can’t get extra 
oil tanks and many distributors 
are out of drums. Thus, there is 
nothing in-which to store the 
hoarded fuel.” 

Wholesale distributors found 
business relatively slow during the 
rush on retailers. Earl Whatley of 
Socony-Vacuum’s Lubrite Division, 
4140 Lindell boulevard, said whole- 
salets were relatively inactive re- 
cently “because retailers had been 
keeping their tanks stocked to ca- 
pacity, foreseeing as early as June 
the possibility of rationing. Con-

Terrible V en ge- 
ance by Oppressed.

LONDON, 

HE closer you get to the en- 
slaved continent of Europe the 
more apparent it is that it is 
rushing headlong toward a violent 
eruption which is likely to come 
the moment Adolf Hitler’s raucous 
voice cries “quits,” if indeed it 
doesn’t happen before then. 

It, sounds harsh in the saying, but 
it seems inevitable that many of 
the conquered peoples will rise in 
their hunger and misery and exact 
terrible vengeance on their Ger- 
man oppressors—that is, unless the 
Allies are .able to keep the situa- 
tion in hand. 

None could foresee the end of 
such an upheaval if it were un- 
controlled. New and revolutionary 
governments might mushroom up 
to take the place of those which 
existed before the war, as the peo- 
ple struggled to rehabilitate them- 
selves. The best one could say is 
that there would be black chaos. 


Allied Counter Plans. 


I understand that the Allies al- 
ready have taken cognizance of 
the dangers in this sitCation and 
are laying their, lines to cope with 
it.

Out Some of Reds’ Finest Arms.

TULA, U, S. s. R., Oct. 2. 


ULA has always been a proud, fighting city. Never has it been 


so proud, so full of fight, as now, and for a very good reason. 


Last winter, in their wild drive 


for Moscow, the Germans stormed 


the gateways of the city for a month and 17 days but never got inside, 


German officers in Yasnaya 
Polyana, Count Leo Tolstoy’s old 
home, which is only seven miles 
away, kept saying to the Russians: 
“We've smashed the fortresses of 
Poland, France, Belgium, Holland 
and Yugoslovia, and we'll blow to 
pieces your Tula defenses: In a 
few days it will be in our sack.” 

Col. Gen. Heinz Guderian, com- 
mander of the German tank forces, 
was so sure of victory that he came 
to Yasnaya Polyana and picked 
himself an apartment in Tolstoy’s 
literary museum, and German flun- 
kies started furnishing it. He was 
planning to spend the winter there. 


But his tanks never could close 
their ring around the city, and 
with loud pride Tuliaks tell the 
visitor: “Tula stood off the Ger- 
mans and will stand them off.” 

There is no defeatisn? in this an- 
cient city, no hint of lassitude or 
fatigue. 


Aided by Barrier Forest. 


Tula’s geography has helped to 
make it the mighty fighting city it 
is. Nearby is the well known Zase- 
ka, or Barrier Forest, so called be- 
cause it has served always as a 
arrier against enemy armies from 
the south marching on Moscow. 
Not even the Tartars could make 
their way through this immense 
rimeval forest. 


Besidesythe land is rich in iron, 
out of which, in ancient times as 
now, the Tuliaks fashioned their 
own weapons. In the days of Na- 
poleon’s invasion Tula was the 
leading, almost the sole, munitions 
center of European Russia. One 
reason why Tolstoy, who loathed 
Napoleon, scoffs at his military 
genius is because of his neglect to 
move against the city ‘and seize it. 
Tula’s guns and powder as much 


as Marshal Mikhail Kuttzov’s 


strategy helped to smash Na- 
poleon’s armies. 

Tula is rich not only in iron and 
timber, but in coal, clay and other 
raw materials. Three five-year 
plans have doubled the population 
of the city and made it one of the 
leading industrial centers: of Rus- 
sia. Many of its finest factories 
have been moved East. It is not 
likely they will ever return, for 
Russia is bent on developing the 
powerful industry of her Asiatic 
territories. But other factories in 
Tula are working full blast, turn- 
ing out some of the finest weapons 
the Red Army has. 

War Damage Repaired. 

As I wandered around the streets 
I was amazed at how quickly the 
ravages of the war had been re- 
paired. Except for anti-tank ditches 
and anti-tank barricades, there was 
no sign of last winter’s fighting. 
Damage from air attacks was 
slight, and one has to probe deep 
and far to discover the remains of 
wrecked buildings. There could not 
have been many of them in-resi- 
dential, business or industrial sec- 
tions, because there are no gaps 
to indicate their destruction. 
Tula is assiduously preparing for 
the winter. There is not a family .. 
without its own garden. In the resi- J 
dential section one sees street afte 
street with a double row of woode 
cottages, grass-grown © sidew:

It seems that, of the more than 100,000 men de- 
ferred on the ground that they are farmers, hundreds 
have left the farms and gone to war industries for 
high pay. “In Dunklin County,” declares Col, Earp, 
“1478 men of this, class have deserted the farms 
after having been deferred.” 

Col. Earp thinks a lot of the men who have gone 
into war industries should be reclassified for Army 
service, but the question is complicated by the fact 
that many have worked in war plants long enough 
“that they” will claim deferment as essential war 
workers and you will hear some screams.” 

Col. Earp suggests further that, from now on, men 
deferred for farm work be warned that, if they 
cane ae farms, they will be put in Class 1-A at 
once d ordered to report for military service. 
And he thinks that, tn flagrant cases, men who have 
shielded themselves for war service by farm defer- 
ment, only to run out and get factory jobs, should 
be prosecuted for misrepresentation and evasion. 

We hope the draft boards fully back up Col. Earp 
in a campaign to end this type of slackerism. It is 
espécially serious now because of the acute farm 
labor shortage that Washington is hearing about 
from all parts of the country. 

As time goes on, it becomes plainer ast plainer 
that what the country must have is some sort of 
national service act, giving Federal authorities au- 
thority, not only to take men out of civilian life to 
serve in the Army, but to see that our limited man- 
power is fairly allocated among industry, agriculture 
and other fields. 
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PROPAGANDA THAT BACKFIRES. 

A new low in misrepresentation and deceit in the 
presentation of a public issue in Missouri has been 
hit by the so-called “Committee of One Thousand 
Lawyers for the Repeal of the Nazi Court Scheme.”

Engineers attending the joint fuel conference here 
of the American Institute of Mining and Metallurgic- 
al Engineers and the American Society of Mechanic- 
al Engineers said yesterday that there were excellent 
prospects for an adequate winter supply of low- 
volatile coal from Eastern mines. This lends the 
strongest emphasis to the statements of Smoke Com- 
missioner Boyles and Mayor Becker that “there’s 
absolutely no occasion to abantion or modify” the 
city’s anti-smoke ordinance. So, unless war condi- 
tions make it necessary for us to stop getting smoke- 
less coal from distant points, St. Louis.will continue 
to be livable during the winter months. 

That is bad news for those persons who have beén 
endeavoring to prevail on the city administration 
to relax the smoke ordinance. Among them are some 
of the saboteurs who fought the adoption of the 
ordinance, who questioned its constitutionality till 
the Missouri Supreme Court settled the question, who 
charged it was unpatriotic to buy coal in the East, 
who spread stories that there was a shortage of low- 
volatile coal, and so‘on. What will they resort to now 
that these experts have stopped another one of their 
attempts to scuttle the smoke law? Is there some 
slight chance that they will forsake their quest for 
smoke-tainted dollars and be content to enjoy the 
zest of clear winter days unblemished by the Black 
Tuesdays of former years?

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TWO YEARS FOR A POLITICAL CRIME.

According to 
evidence presented by Prosecuting Attorney William 
R, Collinson, Burns and Erwin Greenhaw, ward poli- 
ticilan, set up a “signature mill” in which 12 persons 
were employed to forge names copied from telephone 
books and city directories, — 
- Punishment set at two years in the State peniten- 
tiary is none too severe for this crime, Year after 
year propositions of one sort and another are sub- 
mitted by initiative petitions, frequently so, it is 
believed, for the advertising revenue which. results 
from their official publication, In any case, some 
persons have made almost a profession out of pro- 
moting long-winded propositions which would take 
up a lot of column space in the rural press, A. L. 
McCawley’s famous “catch-all” amendment, for ex- 
ample, contained just about everything except a 
revision of the telephone book. The Burns convic- 
tion doubtless will put a crimp in all such activity.

ET’S give dollar-a-year men in Wash- 

ington all‘ credit for the patriotic mo- 

tive and pass on to other conscious and 
unconscious motives. A man I'll call Phi- 
neas Wilson, vice-president of the XYZ 
Corporation, is typical, 

I know Mr. Wilson. He’s head of a de- 
partment in WPB. He’s “on loan” to the 
Government. He draws $50,000 a year from 
his company and a dollar a year from the 
Government. He had much the same job 
in the last war. 

“What’s wrong with our war effort, Mr. 
Wilson?” I asked him, 

“Not one thing! We're performing mira- 
cles. I know because I was at this desk 
in the last war, too. Take roller bearings, 
for instance. That's what I know most 
about. My company had three plants in 
1940 and we produced x tons of bearings. 
We've built two new plants just for war 
business, and this year we'll produce 2x 
tons of bearings.” 7

HERE are some other things 

which seemed to me worth at- 
tending to. It is obvious that our 
troops are well cared for and that 
until they can go into action their 
greatest trouble is homesickness 
and boredom. I was very much 
struck wherever I went by their 
feeling of being cut off from the 
rest of the world. At one station 
I visited I was told that they had 
had virtually no news of the war 
they were fighting since they had 
arrived in England. For Amieri- 
cans who are used to large news- 
papers and to the radio this is a 
much more serious privation than 
anyone seems to have realized. 
English newspapers are hard to 
get and, moreover, they contain al- 
most no news of America. There 
are not in Britain today, as there 


were in France 25 years ago, Euro- 


pean editions of American news 


papers. It would be a very good |: 


thing if there were. 

As for the radio, I am told that 
all sorts of programs are made 
available. All I can say is that I 
did not find that the Americans 
were hearing them, or that they 
knew when to listen for them or 
how to get them. But, of course, I 
saw only a few centers, and they 
may have been the exceptions.

I saw something of the recrea- 
tional facilities which are being 
provided, and what I saw seemed 
to me in the material sense very 
well done indeed., But: somehow, 
to be frank about it, I do not 
come home feeling that the profes- 
sionals who are concerned with 
“morale” have really grasped the 
problem of men who have left 
their homes, have crossed the seas, 
and are facing the most dangerous 
foe that men have ever faced. 

They are trying, it seemed to me, 
to furnish an escape and refuge 
from the grimness of the war by 
reproducing the atmpsphere of 
pre-war civilian America. I wonder 
if the men and women who are ap- 
pointed to do this recreation work 
would not provide more genuine 
recreation for these fighting men 
if they were a little more like 
them—if they were less profession- 
ally agreeable and systematically 
sympathetic and had more of the 
high spirits and the high serious- 
ness which are the sword and the: 
shield of the warrior.

Home From Libya

51. LOUISAN TOOK PART 
IN 2-DAY TANK BATTLE 


Norbert Puzniak, Here on Fur- 
lough, Describes Libya 
Desert Fighting. 


Norbert Puzniak, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Adam Puzniak, 2214 North 
Market street, and member of an 
American tank crew attached to a 
British unit fighting German forces 
in Libya, visiting former fellow em- 
ployes at a St. Louis shoe com- 
pany, has told them of a recent 
two-day tank battle in which he 
took part. 

Three Nazi tanks exploded and 
burst into flames as a result of 
direct hits from the big cannon of 
his tank, according tao the report 
of officers, he said. However, he 
added that he could take no credit 
for handling the shells which put 
the German tanks out of commii 
sion, for his job consisted of op- 
erating a radio and loading a 
smaller cannon and a machine gun. 
Ordered to the Front. 
“Our unit was merely holding a 
defensive position when one morn- 
ing at 2:30 we were roused from 
our cots and ordered to the front 
at once,” he said. “A report had 
come through that the Nazis were. 
about to attack. We waited in 
position all morning and half of 
the afternon before they came, 
tanks and planes together, at 2:30 
p. m. 
“It’s usually dirty inside a tank, 
with sand, dust and bits of rock 
flying around, but when we went 
into action it got much worse and 
visibility decreased plenty. I 
couldn't tell how we were making 
out in the fighting, but the roar of 
guns was practically continuous. 
“Firing ceased at dark. Nearly 
all night we worked at refueling 
and reloading ammunition. All six 
crew members took turns standing 
guard, so that each of us got about 
two hours of sleep. 
“In the morning we found the 
Nazis had withdrawn. When the 
order was given for us to assume 
the offensive, we advanced four 
miles to where they had taken up 
fresh positions. 
“But the new line of theirs 
wasn't very good, I guess, because 
it was there. we put the three 
tanks out of commission. I don't 
know what happened after that; 
relief forces replaced us that after- 
noon.” 
Puzniak, 24 years old, attended 
St. Liborius School and was grad- 
uated from Hadley ~- Technical 
High School in 1932. After work- 
ing eight years for the Wohl Shoe 
Co., 1601 Washington avenue, he en- 
listed in June; 1941, and was sent 
to Libya last May.

Price Praises Voluntary Censorship 

Which Kept Trip a Secret. 
WASHINGTON, Oct, 2 (AP).— 
Byron Price, Director of Censor- 
ship, said last night that the press 
and radio demonstrated their pa- 
triotism and proved “the workabili- 
ty of voluntary censorship” by 
keeping President Roosevelt's in- 
spection trip a secret. 

His statement: 

“For two solid weeks every news- 
paper, every radio station and every 
periodical in the United States kept 
as a secret the news of the Presi- 
dent’s trip across the country and 
back inspecting war plants and 
camps first hand. 

“Most of them knew about the 
trip, which would grdinarily be big 
news as soon as ft happened, But 
the only consideration in all their 
minds was the safety of the Com- 
mander in Chief in war time so 
far as they could contribute to it— 
a consideration which was called to 
their attention by the voluntary ra- 
dio and Press censorship code. 

“No mandate or compulsion in 
law caused the publishers and 
broadcasters to keep this secret. 
They were: guided purely by their 
own pa | and caution in ab- 
normal times. In somé cases they 
canceled regular working confi- 
dential telegraph messages for fear 
of transmitting inadvertently any 
information of the President's 
movements.

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(Oil Conservation May Win the War’ 
Engineersin Talk Here 


Ickes Tells 


Points Out That Reverses 
May Increase Demands 

ea U. S.—Decries Lack 
of Illinois Law. | 


Conservation of oil in the United 
States can be the thing that will 
mean victory for the United Na- 
tions, Secretary of the Interior 
Harold L. Ickes asserted last night 
in an address*before several hun- 
dred members of the American 


gical Engineers at a dinner in Ho- 
tel Statler. Ickes’ remarks were 
broadcast over a national radio 
hookup. 

He stressed that the United 
States must supply a large part of 
the oil needs of its Army, Navy 
and Marine Corps, fighting 
multiple fronts, and also supply 
its allies with oil to take the. place 
of what was lost in Borneo, Java, 
Sumatra and the Caucasus. 

“We must make plans so ¢hat 
we shall be ready to fill the gap if, 
by some tragic turn of the war, 
the enemy should séize other rich 
fields,” Ickes said. 

“The lack of conservation — the 
waste or imprudent use of oil and 
of other precious assets—could 
make the difference that would 
mean defeat. We are confronted 
by the dangerous notion, selfishly 
fostered over many years, that 
there are unlimited supplies of oil 
buried in the soil of our great pro- 
ducing states.” 


Lack of Illinois Law. 

Ickes decried the lack of “an 
effective State conversation law in 
Illinois.” He. said the late Gov. 
Henry Horner “made every effort 
to persuade the Legislature of that 
state to do something about the 
protection of petroleum, but politi- 
cal and speculative influences 
were too much for him.” 

More than 150 new oil fields have 
been found in Southern Illinois, 
Indiana and Kentucky since 1937, 
Ickes said. “Under an orderly, con- 
servative development program,” 
he continued, “these fields might 
have been expected to produce at 
moderate and sustained mates over 
a period of many years. ®ut there 
hasn’t been an orderly, conserva- 
tive development. 

“The result is that more than 
half of the reserves have already 
been produced—in only five years. 
Another result is that the eventual 
total ‘yield now will be very sub- 
stantially below what it might 
thave been if conservative practices 
had been followed. 

“The waste of natural gas that 
accompanied this folly has, of 
course, been prodigious. For the 
years 1939 to 1941, inclusive, the 
total of natural gas wasted ex- 
ceeded the total amount consumed 
in the state during the same 
period. 

“The value to the consumer of 
the gas gone with the wind dur- 
ing those three years was about 
120 million dollars. The harm that 
this procedure has caused can be 
appreciated now that industry in 
some sections of the country is 
threatened with a possible shut- 
down because of a shortage of 
natural gas. 

“Now that the people of the 
Middle West are to experience the 
‘comparatively mild discomfort of 
fuel oil rationing they might prof- 
itably cogitate the sort of prac- 
tices which have wasted the oil 
that they now cannot get, In their 
own interest, they might let their 
legislators and their state officials 
know that the oil of this basin is 
not to be squandered from this 
time forward.” 

Ickes referred.to popular de- 
mands for a second front to relieve 
military pressure on Russia and 
then remarked: “But, even more 
than we need a second front, we

Although Johnny Beazley walked only one batter in winning his 


first start as a world series pitcher, he missed the plate with his 
initial effort far more than did his rival, Ernie Bonham. Statistics 
show that Beazley was off with his first pitch to 23 of the 37 batters 
he faced during the nine rounds. Bonham, on the other hand, missed 
Fonly nine times, while hitting the strike zone on 23 occasions. 


Bonham tossed 65 strikes and only 
28 which were called balls. Thus 
while Beazley averaged five wide 
pitches an inning, Bonham’s av- 
erage was just a bit more than 
three. 

In his victory, Beazley retired 
the Yankees in order in only two 
innings—the sixth and seventh, 
whereas Bonham faced only three 
batters in four frames, the second, 
third, fifth and sixth.

ASE X-118: Roscoe Graham, aged about 50, was the pastor 
of the Plymouth Congregational Church in Milwaukee when 
I heard him tell the following story. “I have decided to 
preach a series of sermons on the phrases that make up the 
Lord’s Prayer,” Rev. Graham said.

East's Good _ 
Defense Play 
Sets South

T is not always possible to reach 
| the best contract through purely 

logical bidding, but an inferior 
contract can be turned to excellent 
account by expert play. 

West, dealer.

Kgst-West could have made five 
clubs, but it was very difficult for 
either of them to appreciate that 
fact. 

West opened his top spade. East 
captured dummy’s jack and shifted 
to the heart king. West correctly 
overtook with the ace and led 
back his remaining heart, East 
winning with the nine spot. The 
heart queen permitted West to get 
rid of his spade. Now it was very 
tempting for East to lead his last 
high heart? in the hope of building 
a trump trick for West, or for his 
own nine spot. But East saw the 
danger of this play and decided 
that first he had better collect a 
couple of club tricks. He wanted 
to be back on lead to play a fourth 
heart or a spade, hence he under 
led the club ace. West captured 
declarer’s 10 with the jack and re- 
turned a club, East winning. Now 
the fourth heart was led and de- 
clarer found it impossible to avoid 
the loss of a trump trick. If he 
ruffed low, West would overruff 
on the spot. His actual play, how- 
ever, was no more effective. He 
ruffed with the diamond queen, 
then led to dummy’s jack. But 
now he could not return to his 
own hand except by ruffing a 
spade. Again he had to ruff hig 
to shut out West’s diamond 10, an 
this used up the diamond king. Th 
diamond ace drew West’s 10 spot. 
but promoted East’s nine to rank- 7 
ing position. 

lit will be observed that if East 
had let the fourth heart before col- 
lecting two club tricks, declarer 
could have saved one trick by dis- 
carding a club.

Corns and callouses on the heels 
and soles of the feet are usually 
caused by ill-fitting shoes or stock- 
ings which wrinkle inside the 
shoes. ‘ 


It is better to massage your feet 
after a rousing foot bath each 
night—that is a sudsy water and 
a brush. Use a rich oil or cream 
to massage if your feet are ab- 
normally dry (as most women’s 
are), or a hand or foot lotion if 
‘skin is of normal texture. Spend 
at least five minutes massaging 
and wear lisle socks to bed. The 
oil or cream is not taken off until 
morning. You then simply rub off 
any cream which has not been ab- 
sorbed, shower talc over the skin 
and slip on your hose, 

To remove callouses requires a 
more detailed treatment. Soak each 
[toot for five minutes in a basin 
of hot water to which has been 
added one ounce of Epsom salts, 
Dry. the foot and massage with 
heated olive oil, Gently scrape the 
loosened or softened dead cuticle 
(which ig the callous) with a pair 
of sterilized manicure nippers, or 
rub it with a moistened pumice 
stone. Do not remove more than 
what will roll off freely for fear of 
making the spot sore. Do this 
three times a week. On alternate 
nights massage with the olive oil 
only. 

Your feet will respond gratefully 
to exercise. Each night devote five 


d or 10 minutes to making them feel 


good. Begin with tugging each toe 
away from the body of the foot 
and then go through several rou- 
tine foot movements.

Oatmeal With Raisins 

One and one-half cups. oameal 
flakes, three and one-half cups 
water, one teaspoon salt, one-half 
cup raisins. 

Sprinkle flakes into boiling, salt- 
ed water. Stir constantly and boil 
gently five minutes. Cook 15 min- 
utes in covered double boiler. Add 
raisins and cook five minutes. 
Stir frequently.
